1 . Figure 4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Con-ected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the inflection of the 
pillar having an arcuate profile that projects convexly outwardly as claimed in claims 3 
and 6 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

5. Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Applicants have not identified inflections 3 in figure 5. Therefore it is 
understood what applicants mean by inflections having an arcuate profile that projects 
convexly outward as claimed in claims 3 and 6. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3, 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over either the prior art shown in figure 4 or Miura JP '233 in view of Platte '082. 

To have provided the pillar or corner panels of the prior at waist with a groove 
that has an arcuate curve in the manner of Platte to strengthen the pillars would have 
been obvious, 

7. Claims 2, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Kumamoto et al 
JP '733, cited by applicants. 

To have made the groove of a constant radius at the arcuate pillars to strengthen 
them would have been obvious in view of Kumamoto et al. 

8. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 4 above, and further in view of Tomizawa et al JP '823, 
cited by applicants. 
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To have made the plastic container of 26.5 g for a 5oo ml container would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Tomizawa et al. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: The patents show other container with waist constructions.
